Public Debt and Taxes. 
Turning to finance, the president 
called attention to the enactm ent of 
the budget system, a n d the resultant 
savings of the plan. 
The public debt 
I now stands at about $21,500,000,000, 
he said, which ie a reduction in three 
years 
of 
about 
$2,750,000,000 
and 
m eans an annual raving in interest of 
m ore th a n $120.000.0<>0. 
The $7,000, 
000,000 of short-time obligations have 
ail been quietly refunded or paid, he 
declared, aud added! 
“T h e internal 
revenue 
taxes 
have 
been 
reduced 
twice, and m any of them repealed, so 
that during the present fiscal year the 
tax receipts show a saving to the peo­ 
ple of approxim ately $6,000,000 a day 
compared with 1921. One government 
bond has sold well over $105.” 
President Coolidge1 pointed out that 
m ore than 40 per cent of t h e debt due 
us from foreign

has been 
* liquidated, providing funds for liquid­ 
a ting about $13,000,000,000 of the n a ­ 
tional debt during a 02-year term. “The

to n,’' Mr. Coolidge declared. 
Referring to the care of disabled 
veterans, the president said that more 
than 71,000 have been rehabilitated 
38,000 of whom are earning m ore than 
they did before the war.

$100,000,000 a year, soon to be In­ 
creased by $30,000,000 more: $10,000,- 
OOO have been provided for hospital 
facilities, which are open to veterans 
of all American wars.

Dealing with the tariff Mr. Coolidge 
said: “By means of a protective tariff 
w e have saved American agriculture,

the good results.” 
But now comes our own Dr. Andre 
Crotti of Columbus, world-famous goi­ 
ter specialist, who has lectured before 
the Marion County Medical society, 
with a statement in which he opposes 
the suggestion that as a means to the 
prevention of goiter the drinking of 
iodized water be taken up all over the 
country. 
He is opposed to it because 
iodine is not 
an 
entirely 
harmless 
agent and, while 
“it 
might 
benefit 
some, it is very liable to convert a 
simple, nonpoisonous 
goiter in some 
other children into severe poisonous 
ones.” 
There 
is much evidence to show 
that goiter is due to infection, Dr. 
Crotti says. 
In 
research work, 
he 
says, he has isolated germs in drink 
ing water. 
Dr. Crotti knows what he 
is talking about, and the public should 
frown on the promiscous use of iodine 
in drinking water, lf it be resorted to 
it should be regulated by those who >e 
training insures a large measure o* 
safety.

Bunt, or stinking smut of wheat, 
can be entirely prevented by sowing 
treated seed before the smut shower, 
and can he largely controlled by de­ 
laying the sowing somewhat, accord­ 
ing to the results of experimental 
studies made by the United States De­ 
partment 
of Agriculture. 
Infection 
from smut sports present in the soil 
may be partially prevented by treat­ 
ing the seed with copper sulphate or 
with commercial lime-sulphate applied 
full .strength and allowed to dry. This 
protection Is not afforded by formal­ 
dehyde. Much of the seed wheat sown 
iii the semi-arid regions of the United 
States is killed by seed treatment, 
however, because of the threshing In­ 
jury to the seed coat. 
A series of experiments In the pre­ 
vention and control of bunt was car­ 
ried on in the Pacific Northwest and 
the results of these form the basis for 
a new bulletin Jnst issued as Depart­ 
ment Bulletin 1239, by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Ac­ 
cording to the findings in these studies 
wind dissemination Is the most impor­ 
tant factor in the continued occur­ 
rence and spread of bunt in that re­ 
gion, where the biennial crop system 
Is practiced. 
In 
moist 
soil, bunt spores were 
found to lose their viability In 30 to 
00 days, hut In the dry air of the lab­ 
oratory they retain their germinating 
power for 12 years or longer. 
Bunt 
spores In unbroken smut halls retain 
their viability throughout the winter 
months, and are capable of producing 
infection even after being subjected 
to 
alternate thawing and 
freezing. 
Spores have germinated and produced 
infection after lying one and one-half 
yeurs In the soil. 
A copy of this bulletin may be se­ 
cured, as long as the supply lasts, 
from the United States Department Of 
Agriculture, Washington. 


Huge New X-Ray 
To reduce the cost of treatment and 
increase its effectiveness, an X-ray 
tube has been invented which is said 
to radiate five or six times as many 
curative rays as ordinary tube*.

Sweet Clover Superior 
as Soil Improving Crop 


Sweet clover actually makes three 
kernels grow where one grew before, 
according to farm ers with thin land 
who have tried this legume for aoli 
Improvement. 
One of the many examples of the 
value of sweet clover for this purpose 
on record at the Kansas State Agri­ 
cultural college is that of John Fry of 
Independence. 
A number of years ago he realized 
that he couldn’t produce wheat profit­ 
ably in 'Montgomery county with a 
yield of eight bushels to the acre. 
He heard of sweet clover and began 
to grow it for soil improvement pur­ 
poses, where formerly he had been 
harvesting eight bushels of wheat to 
the acre. 
In 1921 he produced 22 
bushels to the acre, In 1922, 22% bush­ 
els, and in 1923 he produced ID bush­ 
els to the acre.
